3. Action items c 5 d and c represent virgin territory 

inasmuch as no regulatory language is contained in the STATINTL 

Series. It is anticipated that this will be an involved under- 
taking and will require a complicated and lengthy review pro- 
cess. It is not possible s at this time, to give you an esti- 
mated date of completion. 

4. The following action item concerning the captioned 
subject was to be assumed by the C/OPS/PSI: 

The C/OPS/PSI will contact the Office of Per- 
sonnel concerning clarification of the procedures 
to be followed when one staff employee marries 
another staff employee insofar as notifying the 
Office of Security is concerned. He will also 
discuss with the Office of Personnel the proposition 


that Personnel regulations 


amended to include a 


regulatory requirement that the Office of Security 
receive notification when an Agency employee has 
been divorced. In these cases s the Personnel 
regulatory series in the former case will include 
a statement which would require that when one staf* 
fer marries another the Office of Security should 
be notified by memorandum and that no Form 444K is 


necessary. In the latter 


the regulations 


would be amended to include a similar procedure so 
that Security is kept informed of the current marital 
status of employees.
